REPORT ON HOSPITAL WORK. 


On January 1 1915, the present management (a board of directors, 
of which Bro. A. FE Jennings is chairman). took charge of the Baptist 
Memorial Hospital At that time there was an indebtedness of 
$110,000. Included in that $110,00 was $7,000 Operating expenses. 
Things looked rather gloomy and an urgent and insistent appeal was 
made to the Baptists of the three states, but without effect. So 
there was nothing to do but go ahead to work to try to make operat- 
ing expenses and pay what could be paid on the debt. It is gratifying 
to know that the hospital has been able to run more effectually and 
has paid an average of $3,000 per month on the indebtedness. Every 
bed in the charity wards is always full and the pay department has 
heen Practically full all the while There is not a doctor in the city 
who will not gladly operate in the hospital. The management recog- 
nizes the fact that a successful hospital must please both the doctor 
and the patient. We have every evidence that this is being done. 
The charges are lower than any like hospital anywhere and there has 
not been one complaint registered against the fees since January the 
first. 

The Baptists of Mississippi, Arkansas and Tennessee are not asked 
'O pay one cent of the indebtedness, but every dollar contributed on 
old pledges and subscriptions, or new ones. will be used for the new 
building 

Everybody in need of hospital treatment should be urged to go to 
our hospital, and then they may secure the doctor of their choice. 
for all the doctors are ready and glad to do their work there. 


WHAT IS NEEDED. 

To make this hospital the biggest and best, the most widely known 
'or its charity, a new wing must be erected with room for 150 beds, 
So that a training school for 100 nurses may be had, besides ‘making 
't possible to take care of many more patients. This new wing will 
not increase the total cost of operating, but will almost double the 
earning capacity 5 

On July 15th, the Shelby County Association pledged $50,000 be- 
tween now and March the first toward this addition. Baptists of 
Mississippi, Arkansas and Tennessee are asked to raise another $50,000.

ee REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. - 


‘Our Foreign Mission work is the effort on our part to carry out the 
last ec mmand of our Lord and Master to £0 Into all the werld and 
make disciples of all nations. The conditions of the world today are 
giving tremendous emphasis to the fact that all men need a simple 
New Testament. religion. The harvest fields are ripe and we should 
now thrust in the sickle and reap on a scale that f 
anything in the past. 

The Foreign Mission Board, located at Richmond. Virginia, in co- 
Operation with the Southern Baptist Convention, is conductng work 
in Italy, Brazil. Mexico, Argentina. China, Japan and Africa. In these 
fields the missionaries repored Itast year 382 churches with 819 out- 
Stations. 3984 church members, 442 Sunday Schools with 23.0590 
scholars and 8,833 students in mission schools, 384 of whom are in 
theological seminaries and training schools preparing to preach the 
8ospel to their own people. There are 300 missionaries on the fields, 
20 of whom were sent out during the past year, and a total of 651 
native workers. Fiye thousand one hundred and ninety baptisms were 
reported during the year. 

lhe distressing financial conditions throughout the South, created 
by the war in Europe, caused a falling off in contributions to Foreign 
Missions last year. Many of the churches made heroic and sacrificial 
efforts, but some of them were not able to keep up their usual contri- 
butions. This will make it more difficult for us to maintain the work 
this year unless God's people meet the situation in a still more heroic 
pirit. The convention in Houston asked for an apportionment of 
$624,000 for Foreign Missions this year. Every dollar of it will be 
needed to carry on the work successfully. Our supreme task now 
should be the raising of the apportionment as a minimum in every 
association and every state. We should not for a moment think of 
anything less and we must do more than this if possible. Special

Of this large number of baptisms 17,000 were creditable 
é perating agencies, but 21.000 were creditable directly to Home 
Mission endeavor. The dollar given to Baptist Missions in the South
